Claims 6-1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach the claimed method of vehicle seat control having a first and 
second controller, with seat temperature detection means, outside temperature 
detection and disabling of the seat ventilation system below a first outside temperature 
and disabling the seat heater above a second temperature threshold for the outside 
temperature by disabling of the second controller.
